1 . After a further search and a thorough examination of the present application and 
in light of the Applicant's arguments and in light of the prior art made of record, claims 3- 
4, 6-13, 15-28, 30 and 33-41 are found to be in condition for allowance. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

The claim is allowable over the prior art of record since the cited reference taken 
individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose a 3D camera system for 
generating a 3D image of an object from 3D inputs comprising a fan-shaped grating 
sheet on which a moving platform is moved to produce trigger signals for camera 
exposure to take the 3D input pictures of the object at predetermined locations at 
precise intervals, and an image processor for processing the 3D input pictures to 
generate the 3D images of the object. 

It is noted that the closest prior art of record (Burt US Patent no. 5,473,364) 
teaches a similar 3D camera system, however, Burt fails to particularly teach or suggest 
"generating a 3D image of an object from 3D inputs comprising a fan-shaped grating sheet on 
which a moving platform is moved to produce trigger signals for camera exposure to take the 3D 
input pictures of the object at predetermined locations at precise intervals, and an image 
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processor for processing the 3D input pictures to generate the 3D images of the object" as 
specified in the claim.
